Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 16, 18, and 20 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The subject matter patentable over prior art in claims 16, 18, and 
20 pertain to a light emitting device comprising a submount comprising a mount base 
with at least one light-emitting formed on the mount base wherein two or more grooves 
having different depths, and depth of the grooves increases toward a region just below 
the light emitting diode chip. A thorough search was conducted, however at the present 
time a light emitting device having grooves with varied depth, density and shape was 
not found to be obvious in view of references at this time. Therefore, the amended 
claims overcome the prior art of record, and upon further search and consideration, the 
claimed invention is in condition for allowance.
